Russian Subs Watch Fo r Our Missiles

should be able to fire from the United States to 
Moscow in about 30 minutes, carrying a hydro­ 
gen warhead.

unquestionably have received reports of an 
impending test. 
Since they are mo re than three miles off­ 
sho re, there isn’t any thing much the U.S. Navy 
can do abo ut them—unless we want to risk 
war with Russia. 
Ho wev er, it wiH be difficult fo r the subs 
to learn much about the ICBM or to jam it. 
since it is no t radio-controlled 
Jamming is 
possible with a radio-controlled missile, but 
the new intercontinental and intermediate range 
missiles are guided by the inertia system, in­ 
volving the gyroscope 
Russia had about 400 modern postwar sub­ 
marines as of last year and was building them 
at the rate of 85 a year, so the total must now 
be pretty close to 500. 
The concentration of 
Russian subs off the Florida coast indicates the 
extreme vulnerability of the United States to 
submarine-launched missiles in time of war
